The Vital Substance 

Most Of The Things You Always Wanted To Know About Coffee

“One senses that this is no 
light matter since it concerns, 
obviously, the vital juice of 
sustenance. Brewing of coffee 
takes on the aspect of a 
religious liturgy with the 
preparation of the sacrifice. It 
is much more than a “cup of 
comfort!”. Perhaps this is the 
cup of desperation, instead.” 

This statement by Eleanor L. 
Schoen in the book, “The 
Human Side of History," causes 
one to wonder why this drink is 
the favorite hot beverage in 
almost every country. 

The United States is the 
largest consumer of coffee. 


Americans drink more than 535 
million cups every day. The 
coffee break has become 
essential to the business world. 
Millions of workers, each 
morning and afternoon, relax 
over a cup of coffee. The 
average American utilizes 
about 14 pounds of coffee an¬ 
nually. A pound contains about 
50 cups of coffee. Each year, the 
United States uses about 2350 
trillion pounds of coffee, or 
about one-third of all the coffee 
grown in the world. 

Raymond Benjamin, former 
manager of the Agawam 
Dunkin' Donuts, and Donald 
Howard, the present manager 


of the shop, both claim that the 
store uses 160 pounds of coffee 
per week. Most of the business 
is done in the morning, but 
people continue to come in all 
day steadily “for that 
freshening and relaxing 
pause,” as Benjamin says. 
Accoridng to him, people want 
coffee most on rainy or snowy 
days. A specific blend of coffee' 
is used by the entire chain of 
stores and it is scientifically 
blended, measured and brewed.

Town Manager James D. 
Westman was accused by 
several councilors of making 
wild estimates of the cost. His 
initial report indicated a $15,000 
per year cost, however, a 
$ 49,915 per year cost through 
1980 was made Monday night, 
based, the manager said, on all 
employes who would retire or 
are retired for the next five 
years. 

Westman later conceded that 
he would have to rework figures 
in order to give Town Council a 
firm amount for a reserve fund 
transfer needed to fund the 
program until July, 1976. Town 
Clerk Edward Caba said a 
statement could be ready by 
September. 

In other business, the council, 
on a pair of 7 to 6 votes, tabled a 
proposed pay raise, effective 
with the 1978 council, and struck 
comments from future council 
minutes. 

Lockhart proposed paying 
councilors $1000 and the council 
president $1250 per year to “pay 
councilors something more 
than a pittance.” 

Opposition came from 
several directions. 

Council President Richard 
Theroux said the current $500 
salary is “sufficient to run a 
campaign on,” inferring that 
was the need for paying 
councilors versus “appointed 
officials who don’t have to run a 
campaign and who don’t put in 
as many hours.” 

Councilor Roy Benjamin 
called the plan "well conceived 
but poorly timed,” adding that 
“consideration should be given 
as to how we pay councilors, 
since some routinely, 
seemingly by remote control, 
nod their heads one way or 
another. To them, the $500 is 
certainly more than adequate, 
it’s a gift." Councilors Kerr and 
Fieldstad urged delaying the 
raise until the 1976 council sits. 

Final vote showed Councilors 
Alvigini, Benjamin. Coffey. 
Della-Giustina, Fieldstad. 
Kerr, and Query in favor of 
tabling the raise, with Coun¬ 
cilors Barnes, Giordano. 
Lockhart. Nardi, Rheault. and 
Theroux against.

Mrs. Linda Kalesnik, 53

federal money. The council 
approved the sum, and the 
major project for the $5000 will 
be in restoration of parts of the 
Captain Charles E. Leonard 
House on Main Street.

Local hearings into the 
proposed 282-unit Pheasant Hill 
Village project in Feeding Hills 
ended last week, but the effect 
on the confidence of the people 
in their governing officials may 
be felt a while longer. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission closed its four-part 
hearings with developers John 
Beltrandi and Leon 
Charkoudian, and will issue 
working conditions by August 
21, while the Board of Appeals, 
in a surprise move, cleared 
three points of difference with 
the developers. 

The Appeals decision was 
ironically ratified in Springfield 
at the same time a state Board 
of Appeals hearing was 
scheduled, a hearing to resolve 
the impasse between the local 
board and the developers. 

Agawam’s appeals group was 
greeted with jeers of “sell-out" 
by citizens leaving the con¬ 
servation hearings on July 30. 

Other people, upon hearing of 
the Appeals move, shook their 
heads and said. "When will the 
average guy on the street have 
his say?" 

The Board of Appeals 
decision, however, kept state 
officials from setting terms for 
the Pheasant Hill development, 
which both the builders and 
Appeals Board members called 
“a blessing." 

The developers, by the July 30 
agreement, will post $281,0(H) in 
bank passbooks with Ihe town 
for the beefing up of water and 
sewer lines and extensions 
under llendom Drive Should 
the developers tail to obtain 
easements in llendom Drive. 


then the town will obtain them. 

Stricken from the board’s 
May 21 comprehensive work 
order was the stipulation that 
no more than 50 percent of the 
units at Pheasant Hill could be 
rent subsidized. Only the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, mortgagers of 
the project, can set the per¬ 
centage, according to 
Charkoudian and Appeals 
Board member John 
Shaughnessey. 

However, a clause giving 
preference to Agawam 
residents in renting the entire 
project was maintained. 

The only option residents now' 
have is a Superior Court 
hearing to override the local 
decision. 

According to Planning Board 
Chairperson Natalie George, 
that route has failed in previous 
developments throughout 
Massachusetts. 

Residents near the proposed 
project site said they “really 
don’t know" if an appeal will be 
made to Superior Court. At¬ 
torney Robert Kumor. who has 
represented 35 families of the 
area at the numerous hearings, 
could not lie reached for 
comment. 

While the Appeals Board was 
in conference. Ihe Conservation 
Commission was closing its 
hearings on Pheasant Hill. 

Several points of difference 
remain, which Chairperson 
Dorothy Nelson said will be 
worked out The major dif¬ 
ference is the flow of water on 
the project, which the com¬ 
mission contends is dammed by

site. That water flow was also 
the subject of questions from 
Peter Hanson, 3 Hendom Drive, 
the sole speaker during public 
input time at the July 30 
hearing. 

The commission prefers to 
have the water channelled in 
some way, and left it to the 
developers to determine how it 
will be done. 

Also, the commission will not 
allow work at the site until final 
plans are submitted. Mrs. 
Nelsen said the law under which 
Pheasant Hill is proposed 
(Chapter 774 of the Acts of 1969) 
allows commission action on 
initial plans, but the local board 
wants to review the definitive 
plans before inking final ap¬ 
proval. 

Mrs. Nelsen feels the com¬ 
mission “accomplished a great 
deal” in protecting the stimated 
18 acres of wetland at Pheasant 
Hill. 

After initial hearings on June 
18, the developers removed a 
recreation area from the 
wetlands to the northwest 
corner of the site — as 
demanded in the first Board of 
Appeals ruling — and moved 
the four and five-story elderly 
housing structure from the side 
of the wetland to a hill on the 
northeast corner of the site.
